The ex-Kaiser therein writes ‘I shall certainly 
do all in my power to keep Europe. quiet amd guard the renr 
of Russia so nobody shall hamper your action towards the 
Far East. For that is clearly the great task of Russia in the . 
future, to cultivate the Asian continent and defend Europe 
from the inroads of the great yellow race... In this you will 
always find me on your side, ready to help you as best I can. . 
I shall with interest await the further derelopment of our 
action and hope that just as I will gladly help you settle the 
question of eventual annexations of portions of the territory 
for Russia you will kindly see that Germany may also be 
pble to acquire a port somewhere where it does not—t!

"Ta further letters from the ex-Kaiser to the ex-Czar, 
dated Sept. 26 and Oct. 25, 1895, published in the ‘Morning 
Post,” the former indulges in a diatribe against the French

BOLIVIAN SILVER. 

San Francisco, November 26.— 
A great revival in the silver min- 
ing industry is in progress in 
Bolivia, according’ to 
Alberto Palacioa, the 
Consul here, During the war 
silver mining was replaced by tin 
and tungsten, "thousands of tons 
of. which were sold by Bolivians to 
the Allies. The low -price of 
silver during this, period -caused 
many of the silver mines to 
be abendoned, but with the return 
of a demand for silver bullion and 


consequent high prie-s, the silver 


industry is taking on something 
of its’ ancient aspect as the lead- 
ing Industrial activity; of the 
South American republic. Figures 
show that the export of the pre- 
cious metal from Bolivia in now 
about 30,000,000 pounds {? oz.] a 
year. The famous Potesi mine, 
which has been in continuous 
operation for almost 400 years 
and has given up silver valued at 
billions of dollars, now is being 
worked at fullest capacity. : 
NEW JAPANESE COMPANIES. - 
According to investigations 
made by the Department of 
Agriculture and Commerce, says 
the Japan Chronicle, the number 
of new companies which came 
into existence during November 
aggregated 764, showing. an 
increase of 286 as compared with 
the previous mouth.
